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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 


February  6.  1920 
To  the  Citizens  of  Boscawen  School  District : 

In  the  choatic  condition  resulting  from  a  State-wide 
change  in  system,  we  are  sometimes  unable  to  look  ahead 
beyond  our  present  difficulties  and  see  with  clear  vision 
the  ultimate  good  of  the  new  order  of  things. 

During  the  past  year  with  the  improvements  that  have 
had  to  be  made  in  our  school  buildings,  changes  and 
reforms  in  our  financial  system,  prices  high  and  soaring' 
so  that  no  one  could  plan  and  keep  within  any  specific 
financial  amount,  we  have  experienced  many  discour- 
aging difficulties.  Yet  much  has  been  accomplished  that 
should  be  a  source  of  pride  to  every  citizen  of  the  town. 

The  Water  Street  School  has  been  greatly  improved 
by  the  addition  of  a  Kaustine  system,  and  the  changing 
of  seats  for  better  lighting.  Compared  w'ith  the  average 
New  Hampshire  country  schoolhouse  it  reflects  credit 
on  the  town.  ^ 

Some  criticism  has  been  made  of  the  new  furnace  in- 
stalled at  the  Plains  School  during  the  summer  of  1919. 
We  are  convinced  upon  good  authority  that  the  furnace 
is  capable  of  giving  satisfaction  and  that  the  fault  lies 
mostly  in  inefficient  operation.  In  these  times  of  high 
wages  it  seems  quite  difficult  to  secure  efficient  help  for 
a  sum  that  is  within  the  bounds  of  the  educational  pocket 
book. 

Supervision  has  perhaps  been  a  disappointment  with 
so  many  new  schools  added  to  the  Superintendent's  dis- 
trict. Here,  also,  w^e  must  not  be  too  impatient.  Those 
who  are  in  close  contact  with  the  schools  can  see  that 
a  start  toward  better  things  has  been  accomplished.  It 
is  not  altogether  a  question  of  how  much  time  a  super- 
intendent spends  in  a  school  room,  as  that  of  proper  se- 
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lection  of  material,  and  guidance.  We  have  been  fortun- 
ate in  securing  good  teachers  in  a  time  of  scarcity.  We 
could  hardly  have  hoped  for  this  vs^ithout  supervision. 

Having  found  teachers  of  worth  we  must  endeavor 
to  keep  them  by  making  community  life  attractive  to 
them,  and  meeting  a  reasonable  demand  for  higher  sal- 
aries if  necessary.  The  old  type  of  teacher  who  knew 
but  little  more  than  her  oldest  pupils  is  no  longer  able 
to  give  the  children  what  they  need  in  this  day  of  reform 
and  advancement.  Teachers  of  training  and  character 
are  needed,  and  are  exceedingly  hard  to  find.  Given 
such  a  teacher,  and  you  have  a  priceless  influence  at  work 
among  the  children.  Character  must  be  developed  in 
our  boys  and  girls  if  they  are  to  meet  the  demands  of 
tl-e  new  era. 

We  should  aim  for  better  transportation  facilities  if 
consolidation  is  to  be  satisfactory.  How  this  is  to  be 
accomplished  is  a  question  every  thinking  parent  should 
consider  seriously  and  fair  mindedly,  whether  the  ques- 
tion affects  his  children  or  not. 

If  there  is  no  one  able,  or  willing,  to  make  financial 
■sacrifice,  or  to  co-operate  with  the  School  Board,  the 
problem  will  remain  unsolved.. 

To  boom  our  town  so  that  more  families  would  take 
up  farms  in  outlying  districts  would  save  much  irrita- 
tion and  inconvenience  on  the  part  of  both  parents  and 
.School   Board.

The  above  balance  will  be  supplemented  by  the  money 
which  we  expect  to  receive  from  the  State  the  first  week 
in  March.  At  the  time  of  going  to  press  we  do  not  know 
what  this  amount  will  be,  but  it  will  be  necessary  for 
the  district  to  provide  a  further  sum  for  continuing  the 
schools  for  the  rest  of  the  year  which  ends  Aug.  31, 
1920. 
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Money   Needed   for   the    Coming   Year 
-^  (Sept.  1,  1920,  to  Ang.  31,  1921.) 

For  the  support  of  schools  (accounts  5  to  15  inclusive, 
in  the  Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures  to  Jan. 
31,  1920,  printed  above)  the  State  offers  to  pay  what 
is  needed  in  excess  of  a  tax  of  $5  on  $1,000  valuation. 

For  the  first  half  of  the  present  year  we  have  expended 
for  these  purposes  $1,597.22.  It  is  fair  to  estimate, 
therefore,  that  without  any  increase  in  teachers  salaries, 
twice  that  amount,  or  $3,194.44,  would  be  necessary  for 
an  entire  school  year.  It  is  certain,  however,  that 
teachers'  salaries,  and  perhaps  several  other  items,  will 
cost  more  next  year  than  at  present.  As  a  tax  of  $5  on 
$1,000  valuation  will  amount  to,  approximately,  $1,720, 
it  is  evident  that  we  should  avail  ourselves  of  State  aid 
and  we  recommend  that  for  the  support  of  schools  a 
tax  of  $5  on  $1,000  valuation  be  levied  (including  text- 
books, supplies  and  flags.) 

In  addition  to  this  $5  tax  we  shall  need 
For  High  School  and  Academy  tuition  $100.00 

For  interest  on  the  notes  of  the  district  45.00 

Tax  for  State-wide  supervision  ($2  per  pupil)  150.00 

The  law  provides  that  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board,  the  District  Officers,  the  Truant  Officer,  be  fixed 
by  vote  of  the  district. 

We  recommend  that  the  district  raise  for  payment  on 
principal  or  debt,  $200.00,  and  for  all  other  purposes,  in- 
cluding cost  of  administration,  $300.00.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


February  6,  1920 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens : 

This  year's  experience  with  supervision  must  be  some- 
what disappointing  to  those  school  districts  which  have 
been  under  supervision  before,;.  The  last  legislature, 
when  it  enacted  into  law  the  bill  providing  for  such 
radical  changes  in  our  system  of  education,  placed  a 
heavy  burden  upon  ever}^  school  officer. 

The  State  Board  has  been  obliged  to  make  many  new 
rules  for  the  conduct  of  so  large  an  enterprise,  and  has 
been  seeking  a  great  amount  of  information  about  school 
conditions  needed  for  the  intelligent  discharge  of  their 
heavy  responsibilities. 

School  boards  have  grappled  with  changed  accounting 
systems,  new  and  more  frequent  reports  to  the  State 
department  of  education,  the  application  of  the  new  laws 
to  their  financial  and  educational  problems. 

To  the  superintendent  has  come  many  details  insep- 
arably connected  with  readjustment  to  the  new  system. 
In  this  supervisory  union  there  are  three  towns 
new  to  him — one  Avhich  has  never  had  a  superintendent 
before  ;  one  which  has  had  none  in  recent  3''ears ;  and  one 
transferred  from  the  Pittsfield  Union.  There  are  twenty 
teachers  out  of  Penacook,  and  only  one  of  these  has 
ever  worked  under  me  before. 

I  keenly  regret  that  during  this  first  half  year  it  has 
not  been  possible  for  me  to  be  in  the  schoolroom  more 
and  to  come  into  closer  touch  with  parents,  teachers  and 
children.  If  I  can  hope  that  there  have  been  some  re- 
sults from  this  first  six  months  of  work,  they  will  be 
shown,  not  this  year,  but  in  the  years  that  are  to  come. 
Now  that  the  beginning  has  been  made,  I  trust  that 
during  the  remainder  of  this  year  and  more  especially 
during  the  coming  year,  my  time  may  be  devoted  less 
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to  machinery  and  more  to  the  real  work  of  the  superin- 
tendent as  supervisor  of  schools. 

Considerable  new  material  has  been  furnished  in  read- 
ing and  history,  and  new  geographies  have  been  pur- 
chased this  year. 

Of  all  the  towns  in  the  supervisory  union,  Boscawen 
has  been  the  most  fortunate  in  securing  and  retaining 
satisfactory  teachers.  The  board  decided  in  season  what 
they  were  v/illing  to  pay  and  the  superintendent  was 
sent  out  early  to  secure  teachers.  For  the  coming  year 
it  is  even  more  important  to  hire  our  teachers  on  time. 
Many  schools  in  New  Hampshire  are  bound  to  be  closed 
during  the  coming  year,  or  to  be  taught  by  teachers  who 
make  no  profession  of  preparation  for  the  work.  It  is 
absolutely  certain  that  salaries  must  be  increased  quite 
largely. 

The  one  most  satisfactory  improvement  during  the 
year  has  been  progress  in  ability  to  read. 

The  State  Board  is  directing  the  improvement  of  health 
of  children  along  three  lines  :  One — more  hygenic  build- 
ings ;  two — exercise  for  physical  improvement ;  three — 
physical  examination  of  children  at  least  once  a  year. 
Boscawen  has  improved  the  sanitary  condition  of  both 
buildings  in  the  past  two  years.  We  shall  doubtless  be 
required  to  improve  the  lighting  for  the  Plains  School 
within  a  year  or  two.  A  set  of  exercises  for  school  chil- 
dren is  being  prepared  and  will  soon  be  in  the  hands  of 
teachers.  The  Boscawen  School  Board  has  yet  to  ap- 
point a  school  ph\^sician,  or  school  nurse,  who  will  ex- 
amine the  children  before  the  end  of  the  present  year. 

Allow  me  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  patient 
support  of  the  board  and  the  loyalty  of  the  teachers  dur- 
ing this  year  of  reorganization.
